Historical Highlights 
CC’s Vital Role in Area’s Progress Noted 


The present Provo Chamber of 
Commerce is half a century old. 
It was formed in 1921 by a 
reorganization of the Provo 
Commercial Club, and in the five 
subsequent decades has played a 
major role in the growth and 
development of Provo. 

The history of the Chamber’s 
predecessors, however, goes 
back another 34 years to 1887, 
nine years before Utah became a 


state. 
Glimpses of this history are

shown in the following account, 
most of which was taken from 
the historical record compiled 
by Clayton Jenkins, one-time 
president and former manager 
of the modern-day Chamber. 


In September of 1887, the first 
Chamber of Commerce was 
organized in Provo. Its officers 
included such stalwarts as Reed 
Smoot, who later served for 30 
yearsin the United States Senate, 
and George Sutherland, a 
lawyer who became an 
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esteemed justice of the United 
States Supreme Court. 


Pioneer C of C 
Complete records of that early 
Chamber of Commerce are not 
available, but it is evident that 
from the outset it was influential 
in building a better and more 

prosperous community. 
Members of the Chamber 
appeared before the City Council 
in January, 1889, “asking for a 
franchise for a proposed street 
railway to pass through the

principal streets in the city.” 
The franchise was granted, and 
within a year a one-car transit 
was in operation, making daily 
trips between the old railroad 
depot, Center Street, and 
Brigham Young University 
campus, The line operated for 10 
years. 

In March, 1890, the Chamber 
passed a resolution favoring 
bonding the city for waterworks. 
The following year, they

Business Honored 

All business which are known 
to have been in operation in 
Provo 50 years or more were 
also given special recognition. 

Clayton Jenkins, who served 
as Chamber of Commerce 
president in 1928 and as 
manager of that organization for 
25 years, reviewed some of the 
historical highlights of the 
Chamber’s 50-year history and 
of organizations which preceded 
it, as well as of events in Provo 
history during the period.
